Decades of secrets out in the open 


Files tell wild tales, but sensitive info still under wraps

President Donald Trump 
on Thursday ordered the 
release of more than 2,800 
records related to the John 
F. Kennedy assassination, 
but bowed to pressure from 
the CIA, FBI and other 
agencies to delay disclosing 


some of the most sensitive 
documents for another six 
months. Even so, the thou- 
sands of pages that were 
published online by the Na- 
tional Archives Thursday 
evening describe decades of 
spies and surveillance, in- 
formants and assassination 
plots. 

Here are some of the 


wildest things they found, 
some of which have been 
reported about before and 
some new. 


$100,000 to kill Castro 
A 1964 FBI memo de- 
scribes a meeting in which 
Cuban exiles tried to set a 
price on the heads of Fidel 
Castro, Raul Castro and Er- 


nesto “Che” Guevara. “It was 
felt that the $150,000.00 to 
assassinate FIDEL CAS- 
TRO plus $5,000 expense 
money was too high,” the 
memo noted. At a subse- 
quent meeting, they set- 
tled on more modest sums: 
$100,000 for Fidel, $20,000 
for Raul and $20,000 for 
Che. 


Or was Fidel only worth 
two cents? 

Another document de- 
scribes the well-known CIA 
scheme called Operation 
BOUNTY that sought to 
overthrow Cuba’s govern- 
ment, and established a sys- 
tem of financial rewards for 
Cubans for “killing or deliv- 
ering alive known Commu- 
nists.”

Overdoses blamed 
on drug companies

Cuyahoga County offi- 
cials filed a lawsuit Friday 
accusing several major pre- 
scription drug companies 
of intentionally misleading 
the public about the dan- 
gers of opioids to sell more 
painkillers as they raked in 
blockbuster profits. 

The 269-page complaint, 
filed in county Common 
Pleas Court, says drug man- 
ufacturers, distributors and 
four influential doctors un- 
justly enriched themselves 
as they acted as a criminal 
enterprise and conspired to 
break numerous state laws 
meant to protect consum- 
ers. 

The conspiracy con- 
tributed to the scourge of 
opioid overdoses that has 
tormented thousands of fam- 
ilies and threatens to bust 
the county’s budget, the suit 
says.

Metroparks 


West Side greenway 
trail gets final funds

The Cleveland Metro- 
parks has completed fund- 
ing for the $6 million Red 
Line Greenway proposed 
for the city’s West Side, it 
said Friday after receiving 
a $500,000 grant from the 
Clean Ohio Trails Fund on 
Thursday. 

The grant means Metro- 
parks will start construc- 
tion on the 2-mile multi- 
purpose trail in 2019 and 
complete it by late 2020. 

“Were over the moon,” 
Sean McDermott, chief 


planning and design officer 
at Metroparks, said Friday. 
“To say we're excited is an 
understatement.” 
Originally conceived by 
the Rotary Club of Cleve- 
land, the greenway will 
repurpose a stretch of un- 
used right-of-way along- 
side the Greater Cleveland 
Regional Transit Author- 
ity’s Red Line from West 
53rd Street to an overlook 
on the RTA Viaduct over 
the Cuyahoga River for 
public enjoyment, recre- 
ation and commuting.
